Between the United States 
and Great Britain. 


A NEUTRAL WATERWAY. 


THIS COUNTRY IS TO HAVE 
ENTIRE CONTROL. 


APPROVED BY PRESIDENT. 


Believed That the Objections to the 
Old Hay-Pauncefote Treaty Are 
Removed. 


TRIUMPH FOR HAY. 


Chicago. Oct. 7.—The Record-Herald 
this (Monday) morning prrtns the fol¬ 
lowing from Washington by Walter 
Wellman: 

Washington, Oct. 6—The United 
States and Great Britain have reached 
an agreement concerning the Isthmian 
Canal question, and the new* treaty 
will be presented to the Senate for Its 
ratification early in the coming session. 
I am now able to give the substance of 
this treaty. It provides: 

First—For abrogation of the old Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty In toto. 

Second—For a neutral Isthmian Canal 
In case one Is constructed by the Unit¬ 
ed States, open In time of peace to 
the ships of all nations upon equal 
terms. 

Third—This neutrality Is guaranteed 
by the United State* alone, and other 
maritime Powers are not invited to par¬ 
ticipate in such guarantee. Great Brit¬ 
ain Is Inferentlally one of the guaran¬ 
tors because she is a party to this 
treaty. 

Fourth—In case of war the United 
States reserves the right to take such 
steps for Its own protection as It may 
deem proper. 

• • • 

Meets Objections. 


It will be seen that the new treaty 
meets the principal objections which 
were offered to the old Hay-Pauncefote 
convention, and which led to Its re¬ 
jection by the Senate. 

While the principle of neutrality Is as¬ 
serted. the United States alone guaran¬ 
tees that neutrality, and no European 
Powers are invited to give their assart 
to It. It was this feature more than 
any other which led to the defeat of 
the former treaty. Many Senators were 
willing to Join with preat Britain in a 
guarantee of the neutrality of the pro¬ 
posed new waterway, because England 
already enjoyed certain treaty rights 
upon the isthmus. But they were de¬ 
cidedly unwilling to Invite other Euro¬ 
pean nations to give their absent. 

Those nations had no standing In the 
case, and It was deemed most unwise 
to Invite them to participate in a pure¬ 
ly American affair, with which they 

had no direct concern. 

• « • 

To Be All-American. 


By the terms of the new treaty, the 
United States may. In time of war. 
deal with the canal as It deems best 
for Its own Interests. It may close the 
canal to the ships of Us enemies, and 
could. If It were thought advisable 
(which no one believes It ever will be) 
fortify the canal or Its termini. 

In the broad sense, the Isthmian wat¬ 
erway is to be “all-American.*' The 
United States Is to build It and to have 
complete control of It. unhampered by 
onerous restrictions. 

• • • 

Great Britain’s Liberal Spirit 


The Government of Great Britain has 
met this question In a liberal spirit. It 
has assumed that it was its duty to 
place no unnecessary obstacles in the 
way of a work promising so much of 
Importance and value to the commer¬ 
cial world. 

It has proceeded upon ihe principle 
that the canal Is buiit for commerce, 
not for war. and that a guarantee of 
nondiscrimination is, after aJl, ihe most 
important consideration. 

Un this point the United States and 
Great Britain wore able to agree, be¬ 
cause the United States has never 
sought the right to fix preferential tolls 
In favor of American commerce.

Victory Over the Opposition. 


Not even the Senators who defeated 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty contended

Lexington. Ky., Oct. 6 — [Special.]—

Judge George Denny. Jr., a leading Re¬ 
publican, charged that the Republican 
committee had sold the nomination for 
County Clerk for $2,700.

Stand Against .Marriage 
of Divorced Persons 


BY THE EPISCOPAL MINISTERS 


FAVORED BY THE HOUSE OF DEP¬ 
UTIES COMMITTEE. 


MINORITY REPORT PREPARED. 


San Francisco, Oct. 6.—The House of 
Bishops of the Episcopal Church will 
on Monday take up the remaining 
amendments to the constitution. As 
soon as this question is disposed of the 
Bishops will take up the report of the 
Committee of Marriages and Divorce. 
The committee has reported by a vote 
of 11 to 1 In favor of amending the 
canon of the solemnisation of matri¬ 
mony by adding the following section *.j 

No minister shall solemnize a marriage 
between any two persons unless, nor un 
til by Inquiry, he shall 
Idmself that neither imtsoii 
is. the husband or the wife of any other 
person living, unless the former mnrrlage 
was annulled by a decree of some civil 
court of competent Jurisdiction for cause 
existing before such former marriage. 

The committee, in offering this 
Amendment, does not discuss the ques¬ 
tion of the remarriage of divorced per¬ 
sons nor refer to the belief held by 
many persons in the church that an In¬ 
nocent party In a divorce obtained be¬ 
cause of adultery Is entitled to marry 
again. The minority report, which Is 
signed by Frank H. Miller, suggests 
that the following provision be added to 
the proposed amendment: 

This shall not apply to any one produc¬ 
ing a certified copy of a decree of divorce 
on the ground of adultery, in which he or 
she is found to he the Innocent party by 
a court of competent Jurisdiction. 

This report Is one of the principal 
bones of contention In the present Gen¬ 
eral Conference. The majority report 
of the committee, signed by Dr. Mor¬ 
gan Dlx. ns chairman, goes on to say 
that In Its Judgment no successful ac¬ 
tion can be had in amending the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States so as to 
make uniform the law of marriage and 
divorce In the United States, and that 
the only practical way toward securing 
such uniformity should be sought 
through the enactment of similar laws 
by the several States. 

In the House of Deputies the discus¬ 
sion of Dr. Huntington's amendment 
to the constitution In regard to special 
forms of service to be revised by canon 
for certain classes of congregations, not 
In full communion with the church, will 
he continued. Some able speeches are 
expected.

Berlin Papers Cull Him the Modern

TO THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT. 


Berlin, Oct. 6.—The Hnmburelsche 
Correspondent, publishes the surprising 
statement that the Venezuelan consul 
Ih Hamburg, whose authority is the 
Venezuelan Minister in Paris, declares 
the reports of war and revolution from 
South America to be false, and alleges 
that peace la undisturbed, adding that 
President Castro believes such rumors 
Arc spread by the United States In 
order to sidetrack European interests 
likely to be obstructive to the endeavors 
of the United States In South America. 

The German press is generally sar¬ 
castic In dealing with the subject.

AFRAID TO GO TO WAR. 

Castro Would Not Have Support of 
the Nationalists. 

Willemstad, Island of Curacao. Satur¬ 
day. Oct. 5.—To-day a representative of 
the Associated Press interview Dr. Alex- 
andro Urbaneja, President of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of the Venezuelan 
Nationalist revolutionary party, re¬ 
garding the political situation. Dr. Ur- 
baneja Is the virtual leader of the party 
and the personal representative of “El 
Mocho.” Gen. Hernandez. He was a 
Cabinet Minister under former Presi¬ 
dent Crespo and is a prominent lawyer. 
To-day he Is In exile In Curacao. 

“The Nationalists until the present 
time.” said Dr. Urbaneja, “have pass¬ 
ively witnessed President Castro's at¬ 
titude and actions toward Colombia, but 
they are now compelled to protest 
against them. Neither the Nationalists 
nor the country at l*rge have ever sus¬ 
tained the actions of Castro, actions 
which now promise International tvar. 
The Nationalists do not desire war with 
a sister-republic, nor would they follow 
Castro In such a war. On the contrary, 
they, as well as the country at large, 
would refuse to participate.

FATHER KENNEDY DYING 
AT TRAPPIST MONASTERY. 


Noted Brooklyn Priest Said To Be On 
His Deathbed At Gethsemane. 


New York. Oct. 6.—According to dis¬ 
patches received in Brooklyn, the Rev. 
T. J. Kennedy, formerly of St. Malachy’s 
Roman Catholic church. In that bor¬ 
ough. and well know n in Grand Army 
circles throughout the country. Is dy¬ 
ing at the Trapplst Monastery In Ken¬ 
tucky. He is a mefnber of Notre Dame 
Post. Grand Army of the Republic, 
which Is composed exclusively of 
priests who saw service in the Civil 
War. Father Kennedy was n member 
of the First New York volunteers, and 
was wounded severely. After the war 
he studied for the priesthood at Notre 
Dame University, and was ordained 
In Buffalo In 1872. About a year Hgo 
he was retired from active service.

Boston, Oct. 6.—The urgency of the 
case of Miss Stone, the missionary held 
for ransom by brigands In Bulgaria, 
brought together the members of the 
Prudential Committee of the American 
Board for two hours to-day Later the 
committee Issued a statement based 
upon the views of President Samuel B. 
Capen, of the board, and the secretary. 
Rev. Dr. Judson Smith, as the result 
of their visit to Washington yesterday. 

Both men had Interviews with Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and the officials of the 
Sta'e Department. It was made plain 
to them, they told the Prudential com¬ 
mittee. that the only certain way to se¬ 
cure the release of Miss Stone and save 
her life would be the payment of the 
ransom. The committee was informed 
that the Government, by reason of con¬ 
stitutional restriction, Is unable to pay 
the ransom. 

• • • 

No Money On Hand. 

The committee was alar, made aware 
of the fact that the American Board 
has no money with which to save MIbs 
S tone. The only practical way. there¬ 
fore. was shown to be a popular sub¬ 
scription. which already has been start¬ 
ed. The committee heartily approved 
this and began sending telegrams to 
many parts of the country urging 
that the subscriptions be secured 
at once. The committee says 
that In view of the spirit with which 
the appeal Is made there is strong 
grounds for the hope that the amount 
will be obtnined spe.-dlly. In every pos¬ 
sible way the American Board will co¬ 
operate both by gift and by solicita¬ 
tions. 

President Capen says that the Govern¬ 
ment at Washington, both the Presi¬ 
dent and the State Department, have 
done, are doing and will continue to do 
all that Is in their power to procure the 
release of Miss Stone. 

• • • 

Yesterday’s Receipts. 

The firm of Kidder, PcaLcdy A Co., 
which Is handling the fund, kept Its 
office open to-day. Late In the after¬ 
noon a statement of the day’s receipts 
was made, the total being $4,325.75, with 
$640 additional in pledge. 

At the Park-street church the Rev. Dr. 
Withrow presented the case of Miss 
Stone strongly, assuring hls hearers 
that If the money Is not used for her 
ransom. It will be relumed to the don¬ 
ors, as the chances ure “that the United 
States Government will make the Turk¬ 
ish Government pay a heavy Indemnity 
for the outrage.’’ 

At the Shawmut Congregational 
church the Rev. W. T. McElween s.*ld 
that wt.lie he did not wish to discour¬ 
age the present movement for Miss 
Stone’s release, yet the whole thing ap¬ 
peared to him to establish a bad prece¬ 
dent. He thought there must be some 
efficacy In a first-class battleship with 
decks cleared for action. In hls opinion 
the brigands were playing a game of 
bluff and had no idea of assassinating 
the prisoner.

LONG DELAY IN THE REPAIRS 


IMPORTANT KENTUCKY CASES 
TO COME UP AT THIS TERM. 


INSULAR DECISIONS EXPECTED 


Washington, Oct. 6-[Special.]—The 
fall term of the United Stntes Supreme 
Court meets to-morrow a week. Since 
adjournment workmen have been busl 
I ly occupied tearing out the old struct 
ure. hardly a trace of which will re¬ 
main. Owing to the Inability of the 
contractor to furnish steel for the roof 
the work is very much behind, and It 
may be a month before the court can 
sit In Its new quarters. In the mean 
time the Senate Committee room on 
the District of Columbia may be util 
Ized for court purposes. 

Before Congress convenes the court is 
expected to hand down Its decisions In 
the two remaining so-called “insular 
cases'* brought to test the constitution 
allty of the Government’s colonial pol 
Icy. The cases are known as the “four¬ 
teen diamond ring” case and the “sec 
ond Dooley” case. The former raises 
the question as to the power of the 
Government to collect tariff duties on 
products of the Philippines brought into 
this country. The latter Involves the 
recovery of money paid under protest 
as customs dues to the military au 
thoritles in Porto Rico on exports from 
New* York.

“A DEED OF HEROISM.** 

London Anarchists Celebrate the As¬ 
sassination of President McKin¬ 
ley. 

London, Oct. 7.—A fairly well at¬ 
tended meeting of anarchists was held 
yesterdAy in a hall In Tottenham Court 
road. London, to hear a lecture on the 
assassination of President McKinley by 
H Kelly, of New York. The audience, 
largely composed of foreigners, ap¬ 
plauded all references to ’Saint” 
Czulgosz and hls “meritorious” act. 

The speakers Included Enrico Mala- 
testa, the Italian anarchist, who de¬ 
scribed the assassination as “a deed of 
heroism.” 

Kelly’s lecture was a wild harangue 
In denunciation of Mr. McKinley's po¬ 
litical career. He declared that they 
did not try to Justify assassination, but 
rather to explain It as the outcome of 
“the oppression of workmen by capi¬ 
tal." 

“If the killing of McKinley opens the 
eyes of the capitalists and Induces them 
to treat the working people better, 
cried the agitator, “then great good will 
have been done." 

The Standard, protesting editorially 
against the holding of the meeting, 
says: 

We publish a report for the purpose of 
drawing attention to the criminal methods 
that are practiced in our very midst. It 
may be allowed that the form of Kelly's 
address was not specially violent. p*.»t 
of it being only vulgar abuse, .'et hs 
went quite far enough to call for tM . 
notice of those whose duty it Is to 
apologies for murder. 

We do not want any Kelly among us, 
engaging In familiarizing Englishmen with 
such mischief. Society is entitled to protect 
Itself against the teachers of these doc¬ 
trines.

HOW VALUES ARE DETERMINED. 


New York. Oct. [Special.]—Mr. 
Philip Kindi. In discussing the financial 
Situation in to-morrow's Sun, will say. 

The barometer of our stock market at 
the close of business upon the Stock 
Exchange last Saturday was a decided¬ 
ly falling one. Throughout the week 
there was continuous, and In some 
gases urgent, liquidation, though large¬ 
ly confined to the Industrial list. I ho 
prominent railroad Btocks did not 
greatly suffer. Buying by the public, 
either for Investment or speculation, 
Was as notably absent os It has been 
for a long time back, while the great 
syndicates who have important rail¬ 
way Interests in charge were as un- 
pwervlrg as ever In expressions of faith 
in their properties and In according 
puppoi t to them whenever pressure was 
manifested. 

The werJtness of the Industrial shares 
was variously declared to be due to 
glann over the decision of the Court of 
Appeals, upholding the Donnelly anti¬ 
trust law to the great prejudice against 
•‘blind pool'* companies, and to the at¬ 
tacks or operators for the decline. All 
these explanations seem beside the 
mark. 

The Donnelly law Is little different 
fram other statutes now In force, and 
It* operations will be delayed until the 
Bupteme Court of the United States 
can pass upon It. Companies which 
refuse to moke reports of their earnlugs 

are not by any means novel. 

• • • 

Why Price* Fell. 

The real reason of the fall was simply 
genuine selling of stock by people who 
hod becornt fearful of the market po¬ 
sition ar.d intrinsic soundness of their 
properties; and. considering recent ln- 
oidei.Ls, it can not be denied that the 
apprehension was reasonable. On top 
of the dismaying copper situation and 
the blows given to confidence by the 
Republic Steel and Iron, linseed oil and 
other difficulties, with which everybody 
Is familiar, came the news of the loss 
• In four months of nearly 11.000.000 In 
the net earnings of the American Car 
and Foundry Company, of a surplus of 
over $200,000 in the previous season s 
operation of the Glucose Company, con¬ 
verted this year Into a loss of equal 
amount, and of a great trade war 
Started by the American Sugar Refin¬ 
ing Company against the beet sugar in¬ 
terests of the West. One stockholder 
after another in Industrial properties 
who tried to market his holdings last 
week found that few people wanted to 
buy them, and the buyers decreased as 

the week advanced.

Traction Stocks. 


continued gratifying reports from the 
Iron and steel business, and, broadly 
speaking, from the entire trude of the 
country. But the effect of the steel 
company's report was overborne In the 
general skepticism excited against all 
industrial securities, while good reports 
of the Pennsylvania and other railroad 
companies were offset, in a measure, 
by the annual statement of the New 
York Centro! system. This showed, 
rather surprisingly, a net low, though 
a small one, for the year, due almost 
entirely to an Inereast In operating 
expenses. The greater part of these 
Increased operating expenses was 
caused by the Increased cost of trans¬ 
portation, the chief Item herein being 
an Increase of over $560,000 for the pur¬ 
chase of fuel alone. Nor can it hon¬ 
estly be said that the detailed report 
for the year of the Burlington road, 
printed on Saturday, Is a reassuring 
document. The same strong tendency 
was visible In’the Burlington's opera¬ 
tion as in that of the Now York Cen¬ 
tral, for operating expenses strictly, 
such ns cost of transportation and fuel, 
to increase faster than gross earnings. 
But the solemn fact revealed was that 
the Burlington's net earnings for th «2 
year, applicable to dividends, failed by 
$675,000 to provide for the annual inter¬ 
est on the bonds recently issued by the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
railways to take up the Burlington 
stock. But it U raid that this Is a 
matter which Mr. Hill's economies will 
remedy.

Money Panic Averted. 


The traction stocks also were weak. 
And here Is a curious Instance of the 
mutability of things human and specu¬ 
lative. Two and one-half years ago. 
when the fever over the newly-formed 
Industrial companies was at its height, 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit was selling In 
the 130s, while Manhattan Elevated was 
not far from its present price. The lat¬ 
ter stock was feeling the effect of the 
Metropolitan Company's competition, 
while the Brooklyn Company was rap¬ 
idly absorbing, one after the other, all 
the street railways In Kings county, 
and It was radiantly believed and pre¬ 
dicted by Gov. Flower and his friends 
that the stock of the company would 
sell as high and return as great divi¬ 
dends as ihu: of the Metropolitan 
Traction Company itself. How all thia 
has changed. The Manhattan Com¬ 
pany has passed through the period of 
the Metropolitan's competition ami Is 
looking forward to thr benefits of its 
electric installation, and it Is the future 
of Brooklyn Rapid Transit that is 
now dark. Whether it be general dis¬ 
appointment over the failure of tho 
management of the road to get the ex¬ 
pected results out of the system, or a 
mor* acute realisation of the dangers 
Of the franchise tax law, or disgust 
over the damage suits and other legal 
haranaments In Brooklyn, which yearly 
require over a million am! & quarter of 
dol'.ars of the company's cash to fight 
and settle. It Is certain that those who 
were cnce most optimistic in their con¬ 
victions concerning the property are 
now*, In private at least, confessing 
the!r discouragement.

FOUR MEN IN PLOT TO OBTAIN 
HER WEALTH. 


A PRISONER FOR FOUR DAYS. 


Forced To Give Up Her Diamonds and 
Sign Bonk Check* For Large 
Sums of Money. 


BLINDFOLDED AND GAGGED. 


The money situation again obtrudes 
Itself In the very unfavorable reports 
of the condition of the great European 
Government banks, which clearly pre¬ 
sent obstacles to receipts of gold from 
the other side of the water, and in the 
ominous figures of the enlarging week¬ 
ly outgo of cash from this city to the 
Interior. It Is now manifest that only 
the bond purchases of the Secretary of 
the Treasury averted a money panic of 
the first dimensions In our business 
world. In order to make his action ef¬ 
fectual the Secretary was forced to re¬ 
deem large amounts of Government 
long-term bonds at the highest price 
at which national debt issues ever sold 
in the world's history. It should be 
considered whether he Is likely to re¬ 
peat his action In order to facilitate, a 
Wall street speculation for the rise. 

• • • 

The Corn Loss. 

Throughout the week, as has been 
stated, the stocks of the granger and 
corn-carrying railroads were those 
which presented the greatest resistance 
to the downward movement. Profes¬ 
sional sentiment in the financial dis¬ 
trict is very emphatic that these stocks 
must, sooner or later, show the effects 
of the loss of $300,000,000 worth of a 
great grain staple in their territory. 
But the opinion of the officers and con¬ 
trolling stockholders of the railroads 
concerned Is equally firm that the loss 
from the com crop failure is very much 
overestimated and will be made good, 
moreover. In divers ways. 

• • • 

Atchison Dividend. 

One thing that helped to hold the 
stocks was the rumor that the forth¬ 
coming semi-annual dividend upon 
Atchison common stock would be 2 per 
cent., and that the stock would, there¬ 
fore, become a regular 4 per cent, divi¬ 
dend payer. The story w'as upon the 
whole discredited, for while the Atch¬ 
ison earnings are large, the statement 
of the road for the last fiscal year 
showed that an annual distribution of 
4 per cent, on the ccmmon stock would 
leave but a surplus of about 2% per 
cent, remaining. This would be a pret¬ 
ty small cash resldlum for so great a 
property, whose future gross earnings 
are at least doubtful, and the belief 
was general that If such an Increased 
dividend was decided upon It would not 
be for the welfare of the Atchison 
property, but In the Interests of a spec¬ 
ulative pool in the common stock, 
which Is finding Its position uncom¬ 
fortable. 

Whether In the present rather critical 
state of Wall street temper such action 
would do the pool & great deal of good 
Is uncertain. Yet. in estimating t v ie in¬ 
fluence that will control the fluctuations 
In the price of Atchison or that of any 
of the corn-carrying roads at this pe¬ 
culiar Juncture, or will affect any mar¬ 
ket movement at any time, one must 
reckon as a direct and powerful factor 
the personal views and desires of great 
capitalists. It must never be forgotten 
bv the outside speculator or investor 
that the great Insiders have plans and 
source* of Information which may Justi¬ 
fy them In doing things which other 
people not In the se<*ret may think to 
be utterly improper, and it le undoubt¬ 
edly true that the outsider who is so 
fortunate as to be in the confidence of 
one of these financial giantr. -vJU do 
well to act on his friend’s adv»ce and 
despise the daily frittering talk of Wall 

8t Thls only, let It be remembered: Those 
In control of great interest* are always 
powerful and usually wise, but they are 
not supremely so. There are floods that 
they cannot stay and barriers that thry 
cannot pass They are subject. Just an 
are other Investors, to undue optimism 
or undue pessimism, and they pay th# 
same penalties for It. Like other peo¬ 
ple who buy and sell stocks, they are 
liable to overtrade, and. as against tho 
great public Pi or.e of Its buying or sell¬ 
ing moods, they are as helpless us babes.

Tho Determination of Valuer. 

The real power that determines values 
In a country Is not dividends, passed or 
declared, or any application of human 
strength or ingenuity. It Is tho con¬ 
tinual natural balauclng of production 
and consumption, and Into that great 
effort force* stream from every* quarter 
of the globe.

employed In one of the most promi¬ 
nent shops In the city. The victim Is 
Mrs. Mabel Goodrich, the proprietor of 
an establishment on North Tenth 
street. The four men were arrested 
last night, and will be given a hearing 
to-morrow.

Mrs. Goodrich’s Story. 

Last Monday Mrs. Goodrich went to 
police headquarters and told ft story of 
kidnaping and robbery so daring that 
the police at first doubted Us truth. 
She said that for some time past a 
y'oung rnan, w'ho represented himself 
as a resident of Germantown, had been 
a frequent visitor at her establishment. 
He was well dressed and spent money 
freely. 

Las: Wednesday week, she said, he 
proposed a drive through Falrmount 
Park. He asked her to dress In her 
best clothes and for her to wear all 
her diamonds and other Jewelry be¬ 
cause on the return from the drive he 
Intended to take her to the finest din¬ 
ing-room In the city, and he wanted 
her to "shine" w r lth the other women 
In the place.

Gagged and Blindfolded. 

She accepted and the next day she 
went out with him In a carriage with 
a pair of richly caparisoned horses and 
with a coachman on the box wearing 
stylish livery. At a lonely place In 
Falrmount Park, the carriage was 
stopped by a man whom she said rep¬ 
resented himself as D. Clarence Gib- 
bony, the secretary and attorney of the 
Law and Order* Society of this city. 
This man, she went on to say. told her 
that he had a warrant for her arrest 
on the charge of keeping a disorderly 
house, but that the matter could be 
fixed up. He was Invited Into the car¬ 
riage and the next moment she was 
gagged and blindfolded. 

She was driven somewhere, she did 
not know', but she noticed from one 
corner of the handkerchief over her 
eyes that the men paid toll at two 
toligates. and that they took her into 
a building where a fire engine and a 
hook and ladder truck were standing. 
She was kept a prisoner from Tuesday 
night until Friday night without any¬ 
thing to eat or drink, and was then 
taken on another long drive, blindfold¬ 
ed, to a house, where she was kept 
from Friday until Monday.

Stripped of Her Jewelry. 


In the latter place the men. who were 
masked, stripped her of the Jewelry, 
and at the point of a revolver com¬ 
pelled her to sign bank checks for va¬

THE PRECAUTIONS TAKEN SHOOTING AT MONARCH MINES. 


Manila. Oct 6 —MaJ. Morris C. Foote, 
of the Ninth United States Infantry, 
who has returned here from the Island 
of Samar, wa 3 In Balangiga the day 
before the disaster to Company C. Ho 
says that Capt Connell had been fully 
warned, and had taken what he (MaJ. 
Foote) considered every necessary pre¬ 
caution. Information that a plot wus 
brewing among the Filipinos came to 
MaJ. Foote from a priest, who said that 
It was In the plans of the populace at 
both Balangiga and Basey to attack 
the garrisons, and that the Basey gar¬ 
rison was to be attacked from a cock 
pit In the rear of the barracks. Orders 
nere Immediately given to demolish 
the cock pit, and extra guards were 
stationed. 

There is intense feeling throughout 
the army because of the massacre, 
which would not be the case to any 
such extent had It been the work of 
ordinary insurgents. The latter might 
have been expected to commit such an 
outrage. Feeling Is particularly Intense 
In military circles because the authors 
of the massacre were paclAcos, most of 
whom had taken the oath of allegiance 
nnd many of whom. Including the Pres- 
Idente of Bulangiga, were actually 
hcldlng office. 

Some of the after effects are already 
shown at many points, particularly at 
Baulan and Caloocan, in the province 
of llatangas and Manila, where dis¬ 
affection Is manifesting itself, although 
It is not likely to be allowed to go far. 

On the other hand the officers and 
troops at all the garrisons throughout 
the archipelago feel that the disaster 
conveys a lesson to themselves of the 
necessity for Increased vigilance.

RAPID DECLINE 


IN NATIVE POPULATION OF THE 
ALASKAN ISLANDS. 


They Are Dying By Hundreds, and 
the Race May Be Extinct 
In a Few Years. 


Washington, Oct. 6.—The rapid de¬ 
cline of the native population of the 
Aleutian chain of islands is told In & 
report Just received by the Marine Hob- 
pltal service from F. J. Thornbury. Its 
assistant surgeon at Dutch Harbor, 
Alaska. The report says that former¬ 
ly there w ere 120 villages on the islands 
with a native population variously es¬ 
timated at from 1.5oo to 2.500. Now in 
the same district there are only ten 
villages and l.OOo Inhabitants, exclusive 
of whites, of whom 300 are creoles 
(mixed breeds and with Russians and 
other nationalities) and 700 A l elites. 

The report says: 

i-a*t year Unala*ka had hihahltanrt 
of whom 116. or nearly one-third, died. Ac¬ 
cording to data oiiia ned from the Rus¬ 
sian priest of the Greek Catholic Church 
Rev. B. P. Kag-hereroff, who has the only 
mortality records kept in the village 
there being no taooJth officer or even nt.yl 
sictan thirty death* were ascribed to 
"cold/’ twenty-four to consumption thir¬ 
ty-three to measles and seven to old age- 
five were drowned. 

The remarnable *mortality from measles 
among tho natives in Alaska during the 
past year appears ascribable largely to 
the bad sanitary environment, and lack 
of precaution against exposure 

On the Kuskowtm and in other sections 
on the mainland, from one-hnlf to two- 
thirds of the native* died, and many werf‘ 
left unburied In the mud houses where

THE INSPECTION FAULTY. 


New York, Oct. 6.-~Dlstrlct Attorney 
Philbin to-day made public the repert 
of Edw’ln Duryea and Jotaph Mayer, 
the special engineering exports ap¬ 
pointed by him to look Into th? t’ordi- 
tion of the Brooklyn bridge after the 
breaking of several suspender rods and 
suspender bands July 24 last. Th**s»t 
experts were appointed to make this 
report with a view to presenting the 
matter to the grand Jury if it should 
be foiled that the bridge department 
had been negligent 
The report of the experts was first 
submitted to Mr. Philbin September 14. 
It was full #f technicalities suon as 
the general public could not readily un¬ 
derstand and stories appeared in pub¬ 
lic print that the bridge was unsafe. 
Mr. Philbin thereupon submitted It to 
W. B. Parsons, chief engineer of the 
Rapid Transit Commission, who stated 
after reading It that the bridge was 
perfectly safe. The report made ywh¬ 
ile to-day Is the sante one as first sub¬ 
mitted to the District Attorney, except 
that it has been stripped of all but the 
most necessary technicalities. 

• • • 

Bridge Must Be Strengthened. 


The experts And that the Inspection 
of the structure as maintained by the 
bridge department is faulty, but that 
the bridge Is now practically as strong 
as when completed. One trouble Is that 
the moving loads which cross the 
bridge have increased so rnpldly that 
the structure must be strengthened. 

The accident of the breaking of the 
suspender rods and bands, which wus 
discovered July 24, though some of 
these rods had broken previously, is 
found to have been du$ to the wind 
pressure, the wind blowing against the 
platform and cars, causing a pressure 
transverse to the bridge, thus causing 
the rods to bend. These rods also were 
pulled to the north by the cables and 
bore hard against the top edges of their 
trunnion*. This must be due, says the 
report, to some defect of adjustment or 
construc tion by which the rods failed to 
lie in the plane of th*» cables, or the 
trunnions failed to be perpendicular to 
this plane. These rods should have 
been lubricated, which was not done, 
and had careful inspection been main¬ 
tained the bending and breaking would 
have been prevented. 

The experts maintain that the in¬ 
spection of the bridge should be done 
by engineers and not by mechanics, as 
at present. 

Referring to stories which have ap¬ 
peared in print that electrolysis has 
weakened the bridge, the experts de¬ 
clare that they found no evidence of 
this condition. They also say there I* 
no useless dead load In the form of 
mail tube*, telegraph and telephone ca¬ 
ble*. etc., on the bridge.

Necessity For Repairs Urgent. 

They And that the safety of the bridge 
CAn be Increased by remedying certain 
defects In the design. They hasten to 
say, however, that they do not criti¬ 
cise the designer, and call attention to 
the fact that since this structure was 
designed great advancement has been 
made In such work, and If such a 
bridge were now’ built, the designer 
would have the benefit of the expe¬ 
rience gained since the Blooklyn bridge 
was erected. They say that the needed 
Improvements could be made with 
comparatively moderate cost and also 
declare that the present margin of . 
safety Is 80 small that the necessity i 
for repairs Is urgenb_

He had been in 111-health 
and despondent. 

He bought the ounce of laudanum last 
Wednesday from Scott Haynes, an up¬ 
town druggist, and his suicide was evi¬ 
dently premeditated.

T HE Rev. u. W. Macmillan 
preached at the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church at Second 
and Oak streets, yesterday 
morning, selecting as a text, the words. 
•Teed my Iambs. Feed my sheep. Fol¬ 
low me," John xxl., 16-19. 

He first spoke of the remarkable like¬ 
ness between Christians and sheep, 
aoying that sheep arc the only ani¬ 
mals used in the Bible to illustrate 
what Christiana ought to be. He re¬ 
ferred to the various animals men¬ 
tioned In connection with man in the 
Scriptures; the warning not to be ns 
the horse and mule, the scene at Judg¬ 
ment Day when goatJ represent the 
sinful, wicked ones and sheep the 
blessed, and the comparison between 
cows and certain women. 


The speaker told of the gentleness 
and gulleleasness of sheep, their harm¬ 
less ways, adding that Jesus was called 
the Lamb of God. The most helpiess 
thing in the world and the most de¬ 
pendent Is a sheep. Christian people 
need a shepherd to find them and lead 
them home. He 3aid that people were 
shepherds or ought to be whether in 
the capacity of Sunday-school teach¬ 
ers, superintendent or parent. A good 
shepherd should know not only his 
sheep and their names, but his sheep 
should know him. He should go be¬ 
fore and lead and not drive them In 
the way they should go. 

Dr Macmillan closed by saying: 

“What are you? Must you be ever^ 
lastingly taker, care of? Must you for¬ 
ever lean on someone els*'? Or will you 
try to lead others, to let them profit 
by you, to live so that they cun follow. 
What are you. a sheep or a shepherd.

The 
temperance people of Harrison county 
have been very active In the last two 
years and outside of the one In Corydon 
there are but three saloons In operation 
in the entire county, one at New Mid¬ 
dletown, six miles distant.

Saturday Evening, Oct. 5.—While the 
week has been one of demoralization In 
the stock market, the conditions of legiti¬ 
mate trade have been all that could be 
desired. The volume of distributive busi¬ 
ness ha 3 been remarkable. Jobbers and 
manufacturers have been overrun with 
orders, and what Is practically a car fam¬ 
ine exists among the leading railroads 
whose earnings, like bank clearings, are 
still at the flood tide. The Iron and steel 
markets show such extraordinary activity 
-that close observers think a boom period 
Is approaching. The Industrial situation 
Is better than for months, a number of 
Important strikes being settled and out 
of the way. and the demand for labor 
being such that no man willing to work 
remain* idle. The announcement to-day 
that the textile workers at Fall River 
have called off their threatened strike for 
two weeks Is significant of ths disposition 
In Industrial circles to compose dispute* 

The one unfavorable feature of the It- 
uatlon. but which does not greatly affect 
legitimate business. Is the condition of 
the money market. The West and South 
are calling for vast sums from New York, 
and this has caused a scarcity of time 
loans, which are held at 5 per cent, for 
good commercial paper. The report of the 
associated hanks this morning shows a 
moderate decrease In the surplus reserve, 
brought about partially by an expansion 
of $8.W8,50n In loans. These loans, doubt¬ 
less. contributed to the Increase of $7,100,- 
8m In deposit*, which caused an enlarge¬ 
ment of $1,77^200 in the reserve require¬ 
ments and a shrinkage of $733,uQO in the 
surplus reserve. 

Cash now held by the banks amounts 
to I2S1.448.3CO, which is 26.64 per cent, of 
deposits, against $30,406,100, or 35.73 per 
cent. A week ago. and $246,244,700, or 26.45 
per cent, two weeks ago. 

The surplus reserve 1* $15,500,035, corn- 
part d with 96.241.900 a year ago. $643,200 
two years ago, $18,743,000 three years ago, 
and $16,293,1*25 a week ago.

Wheat is oiso easier, and pro¬ 
visions hsvo shown some decline. Cot¬ 
ton has advanced on a bullish Govern¬ 
ment report, but tho mill* have not yet 
begun to buy freely. Before this c&tne the 
market was going down. 

Business In Louisville Is highly encour¬ 
aging. Railroads complain of a lack of 
cars, while Jobbers and manufacturers 
have a larger trade than last year. The 
demand for money is heavy, showing the 
increased activity of business. The whisky 
market U In better condition than ever. 
Leaf tobacco Is active. 


Double Taxation Unjust ana Unwise. 

Tho Court of Appeal* Inst \vee£ af¬ 
firmed the decision of the Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Court that $125,000 of bonds given 
by the Frankfort Water Company and 
held by nonresident owners could not 
be taxed by the city of Frankfort, as 
the State had never exercised Its power 
to assess such mortgages. 

The decision was not only In accord¬ 
ance with the law, but also with com¬ 
mon and good business policy. The city 
of Frankfort and the State were not 
deprived of any revenue by It for the 
reason that the property upon which the 
bonds were Issued are already taxed 
unless exempted for special reasons. 
The taxation of both the property and 
the evidences of debt upon that prop¬ 
erty would be double taxation in Its 
most harmful form. It would be In¬ 
equitable because the general theory 
of taxation Is to lay but one tax on 
any given property, and It would be 
harmful because It would drive capi¬ 
tal from the State. It would be possi¬ 
ble for the State or city to compel pay¬ 
ment upon such mortgages by collect¬ 
ing the tax from the giver of the obli¬ 
gation, but the result would ultimately 
be to impose the double tnx upon the 
borrower. Capital which Is taxed at 
home will not submit to being taxed 
again where It is loaned and by no pos¬ 
sible legislation can It he made to do 
so. It would simply be withdrawn 
from Investment and placed elsewhere. 

Missouri recently had a Legihlature 
which held the view that the heavy 
loans of foreign capital In the State 
ought to be taxed, and passed a law 
In accordance for the taxation of mort¬ 
gages. The result was a prompt ad¬ 
vance in the Interest rate on real es¬ 
tate loans from 5 per cent, to 7 per 
cent., and the immediate withdrawal 
of many Insurance companies and oth¬ 
er large lenders from the State. By a 
recent decision the Supreme Court of 
Missouri decided the law was uncon¬ 
stitutional. and these large lenders are 
again making 5 per cent, loans. The 
same thing came near being done in 
Kentucky this year, when an attempt 
was made to tax real estate mortgages 
In Clark county. A Western Insurance 
company which had loaned several 
million dollars in Kentucky at 4 and 
5 per cent, at once directed Its loan 
agent to lend no more and quit the 
State if the attempt at taxation was 
successful. Fortunately In this case 
the lower court held that the law did 
not authorise the assessment of mort¬ 
gages In the hands of nonresidents, and 
this cheap money is once more at tlie 
command of Kentucky borrowers. The 
principle In this case was exactly the 
same as In the one at Frankfort. 

Cheap money is a great desideratum, 
and It Is unwise and unjust to drive it 
away by double taxation. Money will 
not be invested in a State w hich under¬ 
takes such a proceeding and the at¬ 
tempt to do so will always fall. 


Better Wait a Little. 

Discussing a point upon which the 
Courier-Journal has indulged in s- me 
recent speculation—the degree of Inde¬ 
pendence of Senators and Representa¬ 
tives In Congress President Roosevelt 
may display in making appointments to 
office—the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Evening Post, who doubt¬ 
less has as good access to the President 
as any of the newspaper men at the 
Capital, says that those reformers who 
look to see Mr. Ruosevelt cut loose whol¬ 
ly from Senators and Representatives 
In this matter are doomed to disappoint¬ 
ment. He will consult members of both 
houses of Congress concerning the qual¬ 
ifications of possible appointees in their 
districts, but several points of difference 
will be observed between his way of do¬ 
ing this and the way It has been done 
heretofore: 

•'The theory upon which he will pro¬ 
ceed is that he does not. and of neces¬ 
sity cannot, know personally all the eli¬ 
gible persons In the United State*, that 
he must call In the assistance of some 
one, and that a Senator or Representa¬ 
tive may be presumed to know as much 
as anybody about tho applicants In h » 
bailiwick. No member of either house 
will be a*ked to sit down and write out 
Ins?motions to the President as to whom 
to appoint, and if the President already 
know*, or la'er learns, that a man who 
hri received the commendations of a dox-

unfit, and within the category of the lit 
the best selection practicable will be 
mad**. Upon every member consulted the 
President will Impress the fact that It 
will be worse than useless for anyone to 
urge upon him a bad or weak man, or 
even knowingly to let him make a mis¬ 
take In his choice, since not only wilt 
the appointee be pitched out as soon as 
his shortcomings are discovered, but a 
heavy discount will be made thereafter 
from every statement which comes to 
the. President from the same source. On 
such matters Mr. Roosevelt has a mem¬ 
ory like an Indian's, lie Is not likely 
to be deceived twice by one adviser.*' 

This read* fairly well, but the d-flnlte 
course which any President will pursue 
with reference to patronage is a very 
difficult matter to write about with any 
degree of accuracy. Mr. Roosevelt Is a 
pretty good writer himself, but It would 
try his powers to write out his pro¬ 
gramme In making appointments, and 
then live up to It for the next three 
years. 

It will certainly be much easier for 
tho Washington correspondents to de¬ 


scribe President Roosevelt's policy say 
In about three years from now than It 
Is at present. 


Automobiles and Bull Fights. 

The attempt to replace horses with 
automobiles in bull tights seems to 
have been a failure. 

The proposed novelty, according to a 
Bayonne dispatch, drew Immense 
crowds of people, but It scared off the 
bull*. They would not'fight automo¬ 
biles, but turned tall and ran at sight 
of the new-fangled contraptions. , 

It was explained by the Frenchman 
who nought to introduce this Innova¬ 
tion that Its object was the saving of 
horses. Homes sometimes get hurt in 
bull fights; men rarely do. Hence It 
was argued that to mount bull-fight¬ 
ers on automobiles Instead of on horses 
would remove the chief objection to 
this cowardly sport—that Is, the chief 
objection except from the standpoint 
of the bulls. 

But the bulls refused to co-operate 
with those who devised this plan to 
enable noble and valorous man to tor¬ 
ture and kill them for his amusement, 
without danger not only to himself, but 
even to his horse. The bulls, though 
placed as they always are at every dis¬ 
advantage, are usually goaded Into 
fighting, or trying to get near enough 
to fight, man. even when he avails him¬ 
self of the aid of horses to get out of 
the way, but the bulls evidently draw 
the line at fighting automobiles In 
make-believe that they are fighting 
men. It would have been about as rea¬ 
sonable to expect that the bulls would 
fight steam rollers, snow-plows or har¬ 
vesting machines In order that doughty 
human "fighters" might claim the glory 
of having fought and vanquished cat¬ 
tle. 

The balking of the bulls at the in¬ 
ception of this new departure will proo- 
obly discourage the picadors from pros¬ 
ecuting It further to the exteut of doing 
their bull fighting when mounted on 
Ice bergs, avalanches and glaciers, 
though It Is too much to hope that 
these brave and chlvalrlc sportsmen 
will ever fight anything fairly and on 
even terms. 


Ex-Mayor Hewitt advances thl9 Inter¬ 
esting but not altogether convincing ex¬ 
planation of Tammany’s nomination of 
Shepard: 

"Croker realises that Tammany Hall 
will have a crushing defeat in the com¬ 
ing election. He understands that this 
will be the end of his career an boss. He 
has determined, therefore, to pay off all 
his political debts In a way that will leave 
a lasting impression. He never forgets or 
forgives w hat he regards as a personal at¬ 
tack. Coler, In his Review article, gnv* 
deep offense to Croker. He, therefore, 
decided to turn him down, after such pre¬ 
liminary tactics as deprived him of all 
chance of the Citizen©’ nomination. Coler 
was simply & tool, and ha* boon discarded 
when he can be of no longer any use to 
Tammany. The other man who had given 
unpardonable offense to Croker was Ed¬ 
ward M. Shepard hi 181*7. when he de¬ 
nounced Croker and Tammany Hall in 
terms of bitter condemnation, which have 
never been exceeded. He now proposes to 
get even with 8hepard. If Shepard accepts 
the Tammany nomination, he commit* 
political suicide. Respectable citizens will 
never forgive him for allowing his ex¬ 
cellent character and great abilities to 
bo u*ed as a cloak for the outrages of 
Tammany Hall. Having thus, by taking 
the nomination, lost his political s,and- 
•nr. will, when defeated, ns he will be. 
have no political future whatever. . Cro^ 
revenge will thus be effective, al¬ 
though, to accomplish It. he pull* down 
the pillars of the temple, from which, 
however, he will escape In time. He will 
retire to England, and we shall hear no 
more of his influence in American poli¬ 
tic*/’ 

If Croker Is to be beaten he will look 
with considerable cheerfulness upon the 
downfall of both Coler and Shepard with 
him. But It Is more reasonable to be- 
llevi that he Is fights ig to win, and 
that he has been forced to the unwill¬ 
ing conclusion that his only chance to 
win is through the candidacy of some 
reputable man like Shepard. 


Fayette is the only county In Ken¬ 
tucky that has secured the advantages 
of rural free delivery to any proper ex¬ 
tent. Three thousand families are serv¬ 
ed dally over the seven routes going 
out of the city of Lexington, and the 
service hus given, and Is giving, the 
greatest satisfaction. Elsewhere In the 
State are only a few routes, and there 
seems to be an Indifference to the move¬ 
ments which Is In painful contrast to 
the eagerness with which Its advan¬ 
tages are being availed of In Tennes¬ 
see, Indiana, Ohio and the East. The 
service Is so easily secured and Is of 
such advantage to any locality that 
this Is astonishing. The people of Ken¬ 
tucky pay their share of taxes to the 
Federal Government and should be 
willing to avail themselves of the ben¬ 
efits to be obtained In the distribu¬ 
tion of a part of that money. Free ru¬ 
ral delivery is easily obtained if a few 
public spirited citizens will take the 
matter up. 


The money In circulation showed an 
Increase of $29,308,607 during Septem¬ 
ber. and $113,893,508 during the twelve 
months ending September 30. During 
the four years from October l, 1&9G, the 
Increase has been $644,886,206. The total 
now stands at $2,227,188,491. This is a 
very respectable sum even for a nation 
of this size, and If we were not piling 
up so much In the Treasury, where it 
is not wanted, and where there is al¬ 
ready an embarrassing surplus, there 
would be no complaint of a scarcity of 
funds for moving the crops. 

Director Gage, of the Iowa Crop Bu¬ 
reau. estimates the yield of corn In that 
State at 225,000.000 bushels, as compar¬ 
ed with the ITO.OOO.uiiO yield Indicated 
by the September Government report. 
This Is 35.00,000 bushels less than the 
average for the past twelve years, but 
It Is better than what was expected, 
and this Is likely to be the case with the 
other States in the corn belt.

Louisville has done Itself 
proud, and In the future the business 
men of this county will feel more kindly 
to the commercial Interests of the Falls 
City, and put many cl dollar Into Its 
coffers.

• Stock Quarantine Lifted. 

Frankfort Kentucky Journal: Dr F. 
T. Elsenman. of Louisville. Sratv Veterina¬ 
rian. was here this week and appointed Dr. 
Henry L. Casey to oversea the disinfection 
of sheep on several farms In Franklin, 
Scott and Woodford counties, which were 
recently put In ijuaranttne because of the 
prevalence of "scab" among sheep. The 
dls nfectlon will take place next w»ek and 
after tlwu the quarantine will be raised. 
The quarantine was established by the 
Government officer*, and all sheep ru • rs 
have been warned to Jiave their sheep 
dipped in case there Is fcny Indication of 
the disease among them. Dr. Casey gives 
the following formula for a cheap and 
reliable dip: 

"Lime ami sulphur dip, made with eight 
pounds of unslaked lime and twenty-four 
pounds of flowers of sulphur to 100 gal¬ 
lons of water. Tho lime and sulphur 
should bo boiled together for not less 
than two hours, and all sediment allowed 
to subside before tho liquid Is placed In 
the (lipping vat."

Whnt Special Legislation Should Be 
Enacted and What Are "Expiess 
and Implied Powers ot 
Government P” 


[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 
We have heard muc!\ recently of Im¬ 
perialism, which, at most. In America, 
means a strong centralization of power 
at Washington. If it were true that this 
country, with Its wise purposes and great 
achievements, !s tending toward despotic 
government, then, Indeed, would the fu¬ 
ture look dark for Democracy and Liber¬ 
ty, everywhere. 

But no such condition confronts us: 
and there is nothing n the history of the 
United States from 1776 to 1901 which Jus¬ 
tifies such a theory. 

Some severe comment ho* been made, 
from time to time, upon the decisions of 
Chief Justice Marshall (upholding certain 
Implied powers of the Government), and 
much praise has. time and again. be*n 
bestowed upon Mr. Jefferson for hU 
stricter viswrs as to constitutional limi¬ 
tations. 

But the differences between Mr. Jeffer¬ 
son's view* and Judge Marshall's decis¬ 
ions are not so great as many have sup- 
pOKi’d. In his inaugural address, delivered 
March 4, 1801, Mr. Jefferson stated his po- 
sltlon very tersely, as being In favor of 
"The support of the State governments In 
all their rights, aa the most competent 
administrations for our domestic concerns 
and the surest bulwark* against ami- 
republican tendencies." 

Rut he did not stop there; for, In the 
very next sentence, he declared himself 
In favor of "The preservation of the pres¬ 
ent Government In Its whole constitutional 
vigor, os the sheet anchor of our peace at 
home and safety abroad." 

The difference, then, between these two 
great pioneers In hewing out the course 
of constitutional government was more a 
difference as to methods than a difference 
as to principles. 

For. while Mr. Jefferson was a strict 
constructionist. Judge Marshall believed 
that in the exercise of the power* of gov¬ 
ernment, such powers wore to be con¬ 
strued according to both the letter and 
the spirit of the organic laws; and that 
what was necesoarlly Implied, was aa 
much a power, and a duty, us what was 
expressly granted. 

Judge Story maintained a s’milar posi¬ 
tion; and Judge Cooley, with his accus¬ 
tomed erudition, states the rule of Inter¬ 
pretation as follows (Const. Llm. 61): 
"In regard «.o the Constitution of the 
United State*, the rule has been laid 
down that, where a general power l* con¬ 
ferred. or duly enjoined, every particular 
power necessary for the exercise of the 
one or the performance of the other 
Is ulso conferred." (Citing Story on Con¬ 
stitution. 430; McCullough vs. Maryland. 
4th Wheaton 428). 

In paragraph 74, Judge Cooley holds that, 
In case of doubt, as to tho power, the 
official charged with the execution of the 
power should, upon the doubt alone, ab¬ 
stain from acting; and this stems to 
murk the dlvld.ng line between Judge 
Cooley and Judge Marshall In their v.ews 
as to Implied powers. For, In the cose 
cited (McCullough vs. Maryland). Judge 
Marshall, in an opinion of great force 
and leurntng. holds that a liberal con¬ 
struction should be given to a grant of 
power to tlie Federal Government, and 
that the word "necessary" (In the grant 
in the Federal Constitution of the power 
"to make ail laws which shall be nec¬ 
essary and proper for carrying into ex¬ 
ecution the foregoing powers") was not 
limited lit meaning to what wa* "absolute¬ 
ly necessary." 

For Instance, the learned Judge says 
(4 Wheaton. r>ag« 427): "To have de¬ 
clared that the beet m*uns shall not be 
used, but those, alone, without which the 
power must be nugatory, would have been 
to deprive the Lcg.slaturc of the capacity 
to avail Itself of experience, to exercise 
Its reason, ant? to accommodate Its legis¬ 
lation to circumstances." 

While this was plausible. It may bo 
dolmen!, with some show of Justice and 
reason, that It was tending too rar toward 
thu assumption of doubtful powers and 
prerogatives; and this, we think, is tire 
full extent of criticism that con be aimed 
at Judge Marshall's views; for. In that 
very opinion, the leurned Judge conced¬ 
ed that no argument was neceasory to 
establish the proposition that this gov¬ 
ernment Is one of enumerated powers, 
and he said (page 421): 

The principle that It cannot only exer¬ 
cise the powers granted to It, would 
seem too apparent to have required to 
be enforced by all those arguments, which 
Its enlightened friends, while it was de¬ 
pending before the people, found it nec¬ 
essary to urge: that principle Is now uni¬ 
versally admitted." 

So, this general doctrine was accepted 
by that great Jurist without question; 
and not even he, the leader of public 
opinlou upon the subject of Impl.ed 
ra—tbe founder. In fict. of the tba 
ory of liberal construction of grants of 
Federal pow**r—ever went so fur us to 
deny the rule as we find it slated above. 

The fact remains that Judge Marshall 
carried his b(dieX Into action in numerous 
decisions, holding that the Implication of 
power, where ll existed, carried with it 
the right to use the proper and reason¬ 
able mean* of enforcement. 

But it is not the case, a* has been con¬ 
tended, that hi* decisions have opened 
the way to any very dangerous assump. 
tlons of power 

To have decided that (he Uhl led States 
Government hod the implied power to 
charter a bunk, did not prevent President 
Jackson from overthrowing the United 
Stales Bank wh**n it became a menace to 
the people of this country. 

To have decided that there was a viola¬ 
tion of tbs Constitution in the passage of 
un ex post facto law by the Slate of 
New York did not prevent the upholding 
of the right to restrict the remedy for 
collection of debts in the States of the 
Union. 

To havo held that the charter of a great 
college constitutes a contract, and that 
tho corporation is the assignee of the 
rights oi the donors who founded It (und 
that It "stands In their place and d.s- 
tnbutes their bounty, as they would them¬ 
selves havo distributed it, had they been 
immortal,'' and mat in their behalf it is 
competent to contract, and tie com rooted 
with, so os to b.nd the- 8late). served 
mor * to jxdnt the danger of uttRmited and 
unwise grants to corporate institutions 
than to disturb the peace, or prosper¬ 
ity, of the people of this country. 

And, to nave held that the Supreme 
Federal power cannot arbitrarily Jay 
hands on executive documents In the in- 
ves-t.gallon of a grave charge of crime, 
was but to disprove the theory that Mar¬ 
shall was a dangerous Innovator upon 
iho rcservod right* of the peopie. 

As to tho trend of judicial decisions, 
foliowing the opinion* of Judge Marshall 
and Judge Story, we find no such dis¬ 
couraging situation as certain writers 
and speakers have seemed to discover. 

In the Slaughter-lUiUse cases (16 Wal¬ 
lace, 36). the Supreme Court (in 1*73) was 
c.Uled upon to decide as to whether, or 
not, a grant to certain person* of a mo* 
nopol> in slaughtering cattle In the par¬ 
ish of Orleans, in the State of Louisiana, 
deprived other citizens of that State ot 
their rights under the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion and Us amendments (especially the 
Fourteenth Amendment). The court sym¬ 
pathized with the protest against mo¬ 
nopoly shown fn those cases, but could 
find no warrant in the Constitution, or 
th»* amendments there.t). to Justify it In 
interfering In behalf of the citizens gf a 
State, under the guise of protecting cltl- 
E.-ns of the United State*. And. while 
holding that the complainants were In 
some senses citizens of tlie United States, 
the court held that tlielr rights. «s such., 
were not involved: and refused to a* 
stime, us un implied power, the right 
Ito vacate a charter granted by thu Leg¬ 
islature of Ix>ui*.ana. even when It proved 
.o t- a grant of a grievous monopoly. 
And on page. 63, the learned court, in 
support of Its view, quotes Chief Jost¬ 
le. Marshall. In the enso of Gibbons vs. II 
Ogden <9 W m-atoni as saying In refer- 
cnee to Inspection low's passed by a State. 

•They form a |K>rtlon of that immense 
muss «>f legislation which controls ev¬ 
erything within the territory «»r a Stato 
not *urr*»nder»-d to the General Govern¬ 
ment. all of which .an be most ad van-1] 
llagcously admttV-siertrd by the Slates I 
Ith^rnsolves Inspection .tws, quarantine 
law's, health law*, of every dcocrlntl-n, 
a< well as laws for regulating the 
mil commerce v f a State, and those which 


respedl turnpike roads, ferries, etc., are 
component parts. 

"No d.rec’ g< neral power over these ob¬ 
jects is granted to Congress, and conse¬ 
quently they remain subject to State leg¬ 
islation." 

In other words, tho Supreme Court 
found In Judge Marshall an advocate of 
the very doctrine of State sovereignty, 
over matters where no direct general 
power had been granted In to the Federal 
Government. 1 and upon this, and other 
learned authority, denied relief to the 
complainant*. 

It is to be noted that the Supreme Court 
In its decision passed upon the scope of 
that provision of the Constitution which 
declared that "All person* l»orn. or natur¬ 
alized. In the United States and subject 
to the Jurisdiction thereof, are citizen* 
of the United States.” It Is to be also 
noted that the court had under consld* ra¬ 
tion that other provision of the Consti¬ 
tution which declared that "The citizen* 
of each Slate shall be entlth d to all the 
privilege* and immunities of tho citizens 
of the several States." The court, there¬ 
fore. had ample opportunity to theorize 
In new fields of judicial construction. 
And, while there was much of the bitter¬ 
ness of the late war still smoldering in 
the hearts of the people, and even the 
courts were not believed to be exempt 
from strong partisan bias. yet. the Su¬ 
preme Court did not find authority In the 
organic law for the Implied power to in¬ 
terfere in matter* of 8tnte legislation, un¬ 
der the pretense of protecting the rights 
of citizens of the United States, and they 
therefore refused to usurp such authority 
In 187l>. in* the case of Ex Parte Sle 
bold (100 U. 8.. page 394) the Supreme 
Court did not manifest any disposition 
to overthrow the bounds of State sover¬ 
eignty. but in a Judicial exposition of 
the law. which was well calculat'd to 
preserve the autonomy of both State and 
Federal Governments, held as follows, 
viz.: 

"State right* and rights of the United 
State should be equally respected. Both 
are essential to tho preservation of our 
liberties and the perpetuity of our Insti¬ 
tutions. But. In endeavoring to vindi¬ 
cate the one we should not allow our zeal 
to nullify or Impair the other." 

In the case of United States vs. Har¬ 
ris, 106 U. 8.. 629. the Supreme Court con¬ 
sidered the complaint* of certain citizens 
of the Statu of Tenessce-who claim'd 
that Harris and others assault'd the 
complainant*, while they were under ar¬ 
rest and In charge of a deputy sheriff (u 
8tate officer), and that thereby they were 
denied the equal protection of the laws. 
The parties compainlng were citizens of 
the United 8tat«-s, and of the State of 
Tennessee, and hud caused Harris to be 
Indicted under Section 5519. of the United 
States Revised Statute*. The court, there¬ 
fore, had ample opportunity to pass upon 
questions of State rights (and of the 
rights of citizens of the United States to 
the equal protection of the laws). But 
the court did not go out of Its way io 
hold Harris guilty of any offense within 
the Jurisdiction of the Federal Courts. 
On the contrary, the court found no war¬ 
rant In the Constitution for an Indictment 
against a person for assault upon an¬ 
other. In a case not Involving the rights 
of a citizen of the United State* ns such. 

In this case the court had ample oppor¬ 
tunity to enlarge upon these questions, 
for the section of the United States Stat¬ 
utes (5519), under w'hich Harris wuis In¬ 
dicted. was (under the theory of the pros¬ 
ecution) "enacted for the purpose of pro 
tectlng from Invasion by private persons, 
those privilege* and Immunities styled 
the equal privilege* and Immunities, un¬ 
der the laws, of all persons and classes 
of persons." And the complaining party 
In this case had suffered a grievous 
wrong. But the court, holding to the cor¬ 
rect principles of construction, decided 
that statute to be unconstitutional, for 
the reason that it was directed toward 
Individual action, whereas the provision* 
of the Fourteenth Amendment were di¬ 
rected against State laws and their ad¬ 
ministration. In this case the court also 
held that the provision of the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United State* which provides 
that "the citizens of each State shall b« 
entitled to ail of the privileges and Immu¬ 
nities of citizens of the several States." 
was likewise directed against State ac¬ 
tion; und. there being. In the Harris case, 
no element of wrongful State legislation, 
the court decided that the court* of the 
United States had no Jurisdiction to pun 
ish Harris. 

The next most important decision (In 
volvlng the question of implied row- r«) 
In this court was rendered in the Civil 
Right* caees, 109 U. 9., 3. 

Two of these cases were Indictments for 
denying to persons of color the accommo¬ 
dations of an Inn or hotel; two for den*'- 
ing to persons of color the privileg e of 
a theater, and one was a proceeding to 
recover of a railroad conu?a.ny n penalty 
for refusing to color d persons equal privi¬ 
leges with white persons on a passenger 
train. All of these proceedings were In¬ 
stituted under what was known a* the 
Enforcement Act of Congress of the 
United States (May 31. 1S70). The case* 
were all heard together. That act. In all 
Its provision* covering these cases, wu* 
thoroughly consider'd, and a very full 
ami ablf opinion was renJered. (Mr Ju¬ 
lies Harlan alone dissenting.) The con¬ 
tention of counsel for complainants was 
that "when the Constitution guarantees 
a right. Congress is empowered to pass 
the legislation to give effect to that right." 
The reliance of the Solicitor General wus 
upon the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
amendment* to the Constitution of the 
United Stale*. In the opinion, which is 
quite voluminous (os well as strong and 
unanswerable), the court, without Juggling 
with phrases, held that the sections of 
the Enforcement Act relied on to sustain 
these cases were not appropriate legis¬ 
lation to enforce the am«ndra<nts to the 
Federal Constitution. The court dealt 
with the question with an unsparing hand, 
saying on page 17 that: 

"Civil rights such os are guaranteed 
by the Constitution against State aggres¬ 
sion, cannot be Impaired by the wrongful 
nets of Individuals, unsupported by State 
authority, or In the ^hape of laws, cus¬ 
toms or Judicial or executive proceedings. 
The wrongful act of an individual, un¬ 
supported by any *uch authority, la sim¬ 
ply a private wrong, or a crime of that 
Individual; an invasion of the rights of 
the injured party. It Is true, whether thty 
affect his person, his property or lus repu¬ 
tation; hut. if not sanctioned In some 
way by the State, or not done under 8:ate 
authority, his rights remain In full force, 
and may, presumably, bo vindicated by 
resort to the laws of the State for re* 
drees." 

Thu*, the court with Judicial fairness 
and wisdom, held to tho letter and spirit 
of the Fourteenth amendment, which 
negatives the right of the State* to 
"abridge or deny" rights of citizenship, to 
the citizens of the United States. 

In like manner. In the cast, of UniLd 
States vs. Reese and United States vs. 
Crunksthank (both of which are to be 
found In 92 U. S. Reports), the Supreme 
Court refused to give effect to the elec¬ 
tion law*, framed ostensibly under the 
constitutional amendments, and under tb* 
Enforcement Act. bui, nig confined to the 
action of the State, nor to offenses com¬ 
mitted against th*? citizens of the United 
SLau*s "on account of race, color or pre¬ 
vious condition of servitude," So that, in 
the process of judic al decisions, tlie high¬ 
est court In the land has not lent Itself to 
an extreme course, as to implied powers, 
but has been found standing a* a strong 
bulwark of civii iiberty, hoidmg to tbt 
pruper limit even the attempts of <^on- 
gress to fasten upon the people polltleai 
tyranny in the form or statutes purport¬ 
ing to protect a class of citizens against 
wrong and Injury. It is true, however, 
that when the crucial test conies to that 
great court, as to the power of the Oo\- 
ernmem to protect H*«-if against attacks 
upon its essent.al entity and durability, 
the Jaw has been found ample for such 
purpose, both under express and implied 
grants of power. 

Notably in the case of ex-rvarle Yar¬ 
brough, 110 U. S.. 651 (cited with approval 
in Logun vs. United States, in u. S.. 291) 
the court assert* the law with vigor and 
clearness. Speaking of the right of a 
colored citizen to vote for a Congressman, 
and of the power of tlie Government to 
protect him in so doing, the learned court 
states the law as follows: 

"It h* tho duty of that Government to 
see that lie may exercl?*** the right freely, 
and to protect him trom violence while 
so doing, or on account of **> doing Th« 
duty does not arise solely from the inter¬ 
est of the party concerned, but from the 
necessity of the Government itself, that 
its servjce *haJl be free from the adverse 
influence of force and fraud practic'd on 
Its agent* and that tho votes by ivh.ch Its 
members of Congress and aa President 
are elected shaff be the fret* voles of the 
electors, and the officers thus chosen tin 
free and uncorrupied choice of those who 
have the r.ght to uk*. par: m that choice." 

In the Logan ciuk\ tibovv cited, which 
involved the question of protecting a pris¬ 
oner In Charge of n United Stutes Mar¬ 
shal. the court, without relying upon ex 
pres* legislation cr constitutional amend¬ 
ments. round no difficulty In implying tho 
power of the Government, under tho 
original Constitution, to protect Itself by 
punishing thos# guilty of a**ault!ng A 
prisoner while In chorge of an officer of 
the Government. On page 96 the law io 
stated us follow*: 

"We hold it to be un incontrovertiblo 
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that the Government of the 
State* may. by means of physical 
force, exercised through It* official 
ug-nt*. execute on every foot of Ameri¬ 
can soil the powers and functions thnt 
belong to It. This necessity Involves the 
power to keep the peace to that extent." 

J 1 h*ve late decisions, more particularly 
the i arbreagh case, gave opportunity to 
some persons to advance a theory to the 
efloet that the Government might lussume 
Jurisdiction to punlnh those who by vio¬ 
lence or corrupt methods (In a purely 
State election, where neither a Congress¬ 
man or presidentlai elector was voted. 
f< n Interfered with the right of the col¬ 
ored man to vote. But. that this theory 
Is not tenable, I* made clear by the de¬ 
cisions in other cases; notably in the 
( runkahnnk case, the Reese case and the 
Harris case, already cited. These cases 
have rcccniiv been carefully considered 
by the l tilled States Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peal* for the Sixth district «stttlug at Cin¬ 
cinnati O., In the case of C. E. Lackey. 

Plaint Iff In error, vs. the United States, 
reported in the F'deral Reporter, vol. 107. 

P 114,1 ami wore held to be Htifficlently ex- 
pib lt to forbid the upholding of Section 
65"7 of the Revised Statutes of the Unit- 
ed States as conwtltutlonal. because that 
statute is not confined In its terms to 
nets done by the State, nor to wrongs 
done to colored voters against their right* 
of suffrage, "on account of their race, col¬ 
or or previous condition of servitude." In 
the laickey case the indictment did not 
charge any act done to any voter on 
account of his race, color or previous 
condition of servitude, and the Kentucky 
District Court had no Implied power to 
take Jurisdiction of a case wholly within 
the domain of the State courts. (The Su¬ 
preme Court refused to review this ease 
on a writ of certiorari.) Thus, when¬ 
ever the court of last resort has spoken 
as to Implied powers, or Is embed upon to 
decide a question of civil rights, of State 
autonomy, or of Federal Jurisdiction, that 
grtat tribunal ha* not found, nor sought 
to discover. In the decisions of Judge 
Marshal, nor any other Judge, nor In the 
constitutional amendments, any sufficient 
ground to assume a wrongful Jurisdiction, 
or to enforce any Invalid statute under 
a theory of implied power. Some adverse 
criticisms have been indulged in. In re- 
gard to th^iecision of this tribunal, find¬ 
ing in the general language of the Consti¬ 
tution authority to uphold legal tender 
acts, so us to protect the public credit; 
and no doubt the court has gone to its ut¬ 
most limit of construction lu order to do 
\fbis. a* Is shown In the case of Julllard 
vs. Green man. 110 U. 8 .. 421. 

Indeed, considering the masterly dis¬ 
senting opinion of Mr. Justice Field, in 
that case, the decision could not be w/*tl 
Justified upon any ground relied upon, ex¬ 
cept the power to borrow money and the 
exigencies of the cose; and even then the 
court Is running athwart of its own de¬ 
cision (including the opinion of Chief Jus¬ 
tice (/hose). In Hepburn v*. Gr.swold, 8 
Wall. Rut the necessity was urgent. 

Even If it be admitted, for argument's 
sake, that the opinion rest* upon doubt¬ 
ful ground*, it must be considered that 
the lack of ituoh a power would leave the 
government of the United States defi¬ 
cient :n the power to secure the holder of 
it* promise* to pay with the most satis¬ 
factory guaranty that could be given: 
and the court was charged with the duty 
of protecting the public credit, if that 
were found possible, under the law. So 
kt seem* that, when the opportunity, we 
may say duty, comes to that court of 
throwing to the wind* mere technical 
objection* to the essential doctrine of Im¬ 
plied power, derived from the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution, In order to pre¬ 
serve the Government against violent at¬ 
tacks upon it* entity, structure, or dura¬ 
bility. we may aoamm thnt the Supremo —.. „ __

An important question of the present 
moment I* whether or not the Govern¬ 
ment of the United State* has the Im¬ 
plied power to Inflict due punishment upon 
a felon who made a deadly assault upon 
the President for no other reason than be¬ 
cause of thn official arts and station of 
the Chief Executive. To the Judiciary of 
the country the final solution of that 
micst'on may be safely Intrusted. In¬ 
deed. now. after the lnnse of a hundred 
years, with all the evidences of conserva¬ 
tism which the Supreme Court has shown, 
from time to time (even when civil war 
has raged and wild passion 5n a 1 irge 
measure has held sway In this country), 
we may look with confidence to this trib¬ 
unal to ever write down Its exposition 
of the law* of the country ,n a spirit 
of liberty, just c* and right, with a vltw 
to protect both the State and Federal 
governments In the r respective separate 
functions, and to protect the citizen* In 
their rights, ns citizen.* of the United 
State*—without nvlt'.ng usurpation of au¬ 
thority over State*,, or Indiv dual*, through 
Federal Jurisdiction 

And. as to the matter of imperialism, 
connected with the government of our 
newly-acquired terrl-torles while there are 
momentous questions concerning these 
which require paUrnt investigation, and 
patriotic and wl«# action, even If mis¬ 
takes am made, even If there be, or have 
hem apparent wrongs done, no alarmht 
nerd rnJ*f» the false cry of "Imperialism" 
with whteh to affrfrh* the timid; for the 
American oeonle will demand, and the 
Supreme Court will dec’de. that the Amer¬ 
ican flstr and the American Constitution 
shall not. In their dual course upon land 
or sen. at home, or In the remotest Isle, 
fasten upon th'a country, anywhere, any 
Imper allsm. other than that imperial snlr- 
!t of llbortv. humanity and Justice which

MEN DISTURBED SICK WIFE. 


John Schuhmacher, of 604 East Green 

V* 

street, fired three shots In front of h.s 
home last nlglu about 9:30 o’clock, with 
the result that he is in Jail under a 
charge of shooting and wounding, and 
two other men are In the City Hospital. 
They are Charles Emhoff. shot through 
the neck from front to back, seriously 
If not fatally wounded, and Pat Powers, 
severely powder burned on the right side 
of his abdomen. 

Emhoff lives several doors from 
Schuhmacher, while Powers’ home is on 
Ballard avenue. Eye-witnesses to the 
trouble say that Emhoff and Powers 
were standing on the street talking near 
8chuhnmcber’s house when the latter 
came out. Schuhmacher had some words 
with them and a fight followed. 

Schuhniacher then drew his pistol and 
fired three shots. He was very close to 
both men when the shooting began. The 
first shot struck Emhoff. Powers grap¬ 
pled Schuhmacher. and In the struggle 
the latter pressed his weapon against 
Powers’ body and fired. 

Fortunately for Towers he turned st 
the moment the weapon was dlscharg-d 
and escaped with nothing more serious 
than a powder burn. His clothes were 
shot through and set on fire by the flash. 
The third shot from Bchuhmacher’s 
weapon went wide of Powers. Patrol¬ 
men Hendricks and Spahn, who were a 
short distance away, on hearing the 
shots hastened to the scene. When they 
arrived Schuhmacher made a show of 
resistance, but they pulled their pistols 
on him and he immediately surrendered. 
They found him unarmed, but learned 
that the had handed the pistol to his 
wife. After the weapon had been se¬ 
cured Schuhmacher was taken to Jail 
and Emhoff and Powers w’ere sent to 
the City Hospital. 

At the jail Schuhmacher xvas asked 
to give his side of the trouble. To all 
appearances he had been drinking, al¬ 
though he seemed to be entirely ra¬ 
tional. There were several bad cuts 
r.nd bruises about his head. He said, 
"My wife is sick and these two men, I 
never saw either one of them before to 
know them, stopped on the pavement 
right outside the window and began to 
talk very loud. My wife complained 
that the noise worried her. and 1 step¬ 
ped outside nnd asked them to move 
on or not talk so loud. I asked th«un 
as politely as I knew how, but they 
seemed to get mad about it. I stepped 
back Into the house again and they 
kept on taIking. Then 1 went out again 
and asked them once more not to talk 
so loud. One of them said. *1 guess 
either one of us Is as good a man as 
you.* I Rdmit shooting and I admit 
handing my gun back to mv wife when 
the trouble was over. You can see 
whnt they (lid to me.’’ 

Schuhmacher Is an employe of the 
Winter Company. Emhoff Is an up¬ 
holsterer and Powers a laborer. Upon 
an examination of Emhoff’s wound by 
the City Hospital physicians It was 
found that the bullet had struck his 
spinal column, cnuslng paralysis of the 
lower limbs. It Is believed that there 
Is little chance for his recovery. Em¬ 
hoff has a wife and several children. 
His father Is Julius Emhoff. a furniture 
dealer, of 223 East Market street. 

Powers was able to leave the hospi¬ 
tal after his wound had been treated. 


NEEDS SUPPORT. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF ORPHAN¬ 
AGE OF GOOD SHEPHERD. 


Board of Trustees Compelled To Bor¬ 
row Money With Which To 
Meet Year's Expenses. 


At St. Andrew’s church last night 
the Rev. Dr. Minnegerode read the an¬ 
nual report of the Orphanage of the 
Good Bhepherd and delivered An ad¬ 
dress begging the people to come for¬ 
ward liberally for the support of the 
irstitutlon. Only a small crowd at¬ 
tended the service. The report will be 
printed this week and distributed In 
the pews of all the Episcopal churches 
so that the church people may fully un¬ 
derstand the situation and realize the 
necessity for rallying to the support 
of the Orphanage. 

The report of Vice President C. H. 
Pettet, of the Board of Trustees, 
showed that the year opened with 
twenty-six boys In the institution. 
Seven were admitted during the year 
and ten demltted, leaving now twenty- 
three boys in charge of Sister Sarah. 

The expenses during the year were 
$3,431.69. *>f which $2,496.72 were used (n 
the actual running expenses of the 
home. The rest went chiefly for re¬ 
pairs. Out of this amount certain ex¬ 
penditures which will not be necessary 
again for years footed up $550.17. 

During the year the churches gave 
as follows: Cathedral. $1,009.44; Cal¬ 
vary. $294 6<»; St. Andrew’s. $287.62; St. 
Paul’s, $170.20; St. Mark’s. $2.70; St. 
Peter’s. $1.50; Epiphany, $5; Advent, 
$rs; Grace. $20: St. John’s. $5.06; Christ 
church, Richmond, $ 2 , making a total 
with miscellaneous subscriptions of $1.- 
853.12. Other subscriptions brought up 
the amount, but in order to make out 
the year the Board of Trustees was 
compelled to borrow $900 at one time 
and $125 at another, making a total of 
$1,025 deficit for the year.

IF FORCE WAS USED. 


Why No Effort Was Made To Bring 
Dr. Deidrich Back To 
the Erik. 


Halifax. N. S.. Oct. 6.—[Special ]— 
Capt. Joseph Blakney, who was mas¬ 
ter of the Peary relief steamer Bilk, 
has* arrived In this city, and tells the 
etory of the trouble between Robert E. 
Peary and Dr. Thomas S. Deidrich. 
Capt. Blakney said: "Dr. DeidMch 
wished to have command of the Wind¬ 
ward during Mr. Peary’s absence. Mr. 
Peary refused to grant this request, 
and bo on after the doctor tendered his 
resignation to Mr. Peary. The resigna¬ 
tion was promptly accepted. 

"The day that Dr. Deidrich had been 
Informed that his resignation had been 
accepted he had hi« trunks sent aboard 
the Erik, and every one thought that 
he intended to proceed south on the 
vessel. He then went to Mr. Peary and 
asked if he might be put ashore. The 
request was granted. Dr. Deidrich was 
sent ashore with a boat’s crew Ah his 
foot touched the shore he said to the 
man In charge of the boat: ’Don’t come 
after ine again; I’m not going back.’ 

"The employment of force to bring 
Dr Deidrich back was cons dered. hut 
abandoned mainly on Dr. Cook’s advice, 
who argued that such a procedure could 
not be effected w! bout bloodshed."

Gamblers Will “Peach’* 
On Ex-Cashier Davis. 


DEFENDANTS FOR DAMAGES. 


SAY THEY WILL GO BEFORE 
FEDERAL GRAND JURY. 


BANKER’S RECKLESS CAREER. 


The filing of suits In the Daviess 
county. Ind., Circuit Court by Mrs. An¬ 
na V. Davis, wife of "Dick" Davis, for¬ 
mer cashier of the People’s Bank, who 
lost $71,946.22 through his mania for 
shooting craps, to recover $30,900 from 
the gambling room owners and their 
bondsmen, promises to develop into an 
even greater sensation than the down¬ 
fall of Davis has proved. Davis is en¬ 
joying his freedom still, but now that 
the gamesters are to be dragged Into 
court they are massing their forces, 
and declare that they will carry Into 
execution the threat made to Davis 
that If he filed suits against them they 
would notify the Controller of the 
Treasury of the entire situation and 
would voluntarily go before the Fed¬ 
eral grand Jury and give evidence cer¬ 
tain to send Davis to prlBon. 

These threats for a time had the ef¬ 
fect of preventing Davis from act¬ 
ing, but since hla wife has deter¬ 
mined to act for the sake of her chil¬ 
dren the husband has instituted actions 
for damages against the gambiers aud 
their bondsmen, where the trouble oc¬ 
curred. 

The suits are against some of the big¬ 
gest gamblers in Indiana. Among them 
being Charles Roberts, who is known 
to patrons of the faro table when 
Louisville was "open." 

"Matt" Kelly, owner of a saloon and 
gaming room, is asked to reimburse Die 
Davis family with $10,009. It is alleged 
that Davis played cords and craps with 
Kelly. 

Another suit Is against Kelly and his 
partner, Dallas Tyler, of Seymour, Ind., 
for $10,000. These men. it is alleged, 
mude a practice of plying Davis with 
uhlsky, and after getting him drunk 
winning from him mosi of his money. 

Addle Dillard Is made a defendant 
In an action for $7,5ui>. Dillard, It Is 
claimed, operated a roulette wheel. 
Davis Alleges that he lost thousands at 
Dillard’s, but can only secure proof for 
the amount demanded. The suit against 
John Brennan Is for $1,100, alleged to 
have been lost In the game. ”21.*' 

Suits have also been filed against 
Charles Hart and John Brennan, by 
Mrs. Davis, for $2,300, which her hus- 
liand claimed to have lost shooting 
craps with them. Davis sued "Matt’’ 
Kelly and his bondsmen. Joseph I. 
Gordon and Francis I. Reined, for $2.- 
000; Addle Dillard and his bondsmen, 
Joseph Gordon and Thomas Riley, for 
$ 4 , 000 . alleging that all kept open aft>*r 
11 o’clock at night and got him (Duvls) 
in an intoxicated condition and then 
gambled with him. 

The cashier had an uncontrollable 
mania for games of chance. He would 
risk hundreds of dollars on the turn of 
a qard and smile, win or lose. While 
ond of the nerviest of players, he wan 
wholly without luck. The "gang," It Is 
said, awaited his coming with the 
knowledge that he was "sure money." 
An Instance of this Is cited in a visit 
to Dillard’s one night. Davis. It Is said, 
proposed to John Brennan to play a 
game of "21” for $10. They played. 
Davis lost. The cashier proposed an¬ 
other game at double the former 
stakes. He lost again. Doubling the 
amount each time Davis lost regularly 
arid at the end of five minutrs was $;,- 
100 to the bad. 

When the cases come to trial many of 
the most prominent men of Washing¬ 
ton will be subpoenaed. 

The People’s National Rank has been 
reimbursed to the full extent. 


GOES TO CHICAGO. 


Davis Secures a Good Position In a 
Trust Company. 

Washington, Ind., Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
Richard C. Davis, whose mania for 
gambling caused him to become short 
In his accounts to the amount of $71.- 
946.22 at the People’s National Bank, 
where he was employed as cashier, has 
secured an excellent situation In the 
office of a trust company In Chicago. 
111. His ability as a banker and broker 
will no doubt enable him to soon re¬ 
gain his lost financial standing. The 
ex-eaehler of the People’s Bank is now 
In Chicago busy with his new work. 
His family Is still here. 

The gamblers against whom Davis 
filed suits last Friday to recover $38,900 
which he lost at cards, craps and rou¬ 
lette within the past thirty months, have 
employed attorneys, and to all outward 
appearances will fight the cas s In the 
Circuit Court. However, it Is more than 
likely that the cases will be compro¬ 
mised. To permit the cases to rect-lve 
an airing In open court would humiliate 
some of Washington's most prominent 
business and professional men who have 
visited the gambling rooms on the sly 
and who would be called as witnesses. 

The new cashier. Henry C. Barr, has 
arrived from Princeton, Ind., and as¬ 
sumed his duties at the bank. He says 
the books are In good shape. Davis 
and hls bondsmen having reimburs'd 
the bank to the full amount of Davis* 
shortage.

ECHOES OF THE ATHLETIC MEET 


Clarke’s Champions Close 
Big League Season With 
a Victory. 


Chicago University Men Carried Off More 
Than Their Share of the Honors. 


GLANCE at the summary of th* 
athletic games of tho Inter¬ 
state Fair leads one to believe 

_ _ that the University of Chicago 

team tried to sweep the boards, and It 
certainly must be admitted that the 
Windy City lads made a splendid show¬ 
ing. 

In July, when the local representatives 
went to the Pan-American game, at Buf¬ 
falo. Alonso A. Stagg. the athletic direc¬ 
tor of the University ofChlcago. prom¬ 
ised that a team woufif be sent here. 
From that time on the Eastern athletes 
seemed Interested as to whether this 
team was coming or not. and it nppeared 
to have been the means of scaring off a 
number who were not overanxious to 
match their prowess with these men who 
have come out of the West. 

Of course Capt. Maloney was the star, 
and he well deserves It. for many were 
the friends the team members made here 
on their short stay. Maloney was the fa¬ 
vorite here jointly with Flannagan. but 
this Is no slight for Hargrave. Duffy ajid 
all the rest. llargTave and Duffy were 
both continually surrounded by a host of 
admirers, and the latter nearly expressed 
himself when he sold to the writer; "Gee, 
It’s awful to be famous.” m 

Arnold was expected to be a winner In 
at least the low hurdles, but ho was never 
In It for more than hull way. although h* 
ran & good race. In tho high hurdles 
they all rose to the first obstacle as one; 
at tho second Maloney had u trifle the 
best; at the th!rtV;*Moloney was half way 
over when Arnold started his spring, 
and from there on It was a procession. As 
he rose to the eighth hurdle some ad¬ 
mirer yelled; “Look out. Maloney.” and 
with a burst of speed far grester than h- 
had been moving, he lunged forward for 
tho finish, and broke the tain* In 15 2-3 
seconds after tho flash of tho starter s 
plctol, and within one-fifth of a second of 
the world’s record. Had Arnold been 
able to push him or had some one given 
the call for this burst of speed a few 
moments sooner. It might have been an 
easy matter for him to establish a new 
murk, for hla burst of speed showed that 
he was running easily, and, until then, 
with plenty to spare. Maloney carried 
uwav the first prize In both hurdles and 
In the broad jump, and to his surprise 
one of the handsome stop watches for the 
moot points on the track. He know noth¬ 
ing of the ofTer of this prize; in fact, did 
not know he was coming until ten days 
before the meet, and when the handsome 
timepiece was handed him he was dazed. 
Ho was one of the men In the relay raco 
who ran tho exhibition mile, and cur¬ 
ried the trophy for this event. The other 
prizes won by the team were as follows: 
Friend, third in the high hurdles; Pettet, 
third In shot put and broad Jump; Quan- 
trell, third In pole vault; Horton, first in 
mile and third In quarter; Carey, third In 
hammer throw; Benn. third In 100-yarcl 
and second In the 220-yard dash, and 
Wellington, third In the low hurdle. Any¬ 
one who knows anything of college life 
can imagine the reception awnlllng this 
team this morning, and can envy being 
any one of the bunch. 

It was too bad that Duffy made the 
stumble that he did at the hole made by 
the youngsters for their start In the 
flfty-yard dash, for had not this occurred 
It Is more than probable that the little 
flyer would have covered the distance to 
the tune of a new record. As It was, Rff- 


ereo John J. O'Connor, who was acting aa 
one of the timers and who has had a 
great deal of experience In this work, 
caught him cleanly at 9 3-5 seconds. The 
second watch showed between three and 
four-fifths, while the third watch was 
possible a trifle over the 9 4-5. but every 
fcatch was under ten seconds, and despite 
all the predictions that this track would 
be slow. It can be seen how close It was 
to ii new record for this distance as well 
as In tho high hurdles. 

Hargrave, of Yale, was another favor¬ 
ite, and ho ran two splendid races In the 
1U0 and 220-yard dashes. Duffy beat him 
not more than two feet In the former, 
while In the latter ho was never In trou¬ 
ble, and every one was sorry that Duffy 
did not run In this event, for they all be¬ 
lieved that the Yale boy would have 
turned the tables on the lad from George¬ 
town. 

The name and fame of John Flannagun 
will live long with tho local athletes, for 
the big. jovial son of the Emerald Isle 
made friends without ever seeing them. 
No one could gaze upon this lad from 
”Auld Erin” without saying: "There la 
a man.” and one look from those good- 
natured blue eyes of his and a smile was 
enough to win any one who admires n 
sure enough man. Tho crowd was all 
for Flannagan. and the moment the flg- 
uro of this modern Hercules appeared at 
the doorway of the dressing room a mur¬ 
mur ran through the crowd, and there 
was a craning of necks and shifting of 
places of all to gaze upon him. the cham¬ 
pion of all hammer throwers and discus 
hurlers, while on all sides could be heard: 
"Here ho comes.” "There's Flannagan,” 
and many other similar remarks. 

Wlille to the visiting athletes are throw 
bouquets. It Is a case of "hats off” to 
Douglas Barclay. Jr., the youngster who 
carried off the honors for Louisville. Will 
Hunter qualified lu both the 100 and 220- 
ynrd dashes, but he did not seem to be 
In shape, and failed to show at the final*, 
to the great disappointment of his many 
local friends, but young Barclny made up 
for him. He ran his fifty yards In nice 
shape. One timer caught hla 100 In 10 1-5, 
and In the 220-yard of the boys over three 
years older than Barclay, he pushed Alex. 
Hunter to the tape. Barclay Is only four¬ 
teen years old. but he Is a good one and 
no mistake, and a couple of years* train¬ 
ing will make him a sprinter hard to 
beat. O'Connor, Lucas, Duffy, Hargrave. 
Maloney. Flannagan and many others 
predict that ho will be a world-beater In 
two more years, and all Louisville hopes 
for the best for him. Thruston Hughes, 
another fourteen-year-old boy, made the 
remarkable jump for his age of five feet 
one Inch, and all but cleared the bar at 
five feet three Inches. If this same crowd 
of boys who took part In the games keep 
up the work the way they have started. 
In three or four years more Louisville will 
have some athletes to be proud of. 

Too much cannot be said of the way 
In which Referee John J. O'Connor, of 8t. 
Louis, performed his duties. He attended 
to everything In a thorough manner, and 
there was not a single kick at his decis¬ 
ions. and to the local people hla sendees 
were of value, and much of the success 
of the meet was due to him and to Chas. 
J. P. Lucas, of Cambrldgeport, Muss., 
who acted as clerk of course. 

Hugh Robbins, the local athlete, also 
descncs his share of credit for the suc¬ 
cess of the meet. He worked hard as¬ 
sisting Chairman Barclay and Referee 
O'Connor. He began when the games 
were first talked of and proved himself 
of great value to all concerned, helping 
In almost every department of the sport.

The fact that there Is 
no loan market at the Stock Kxchang# on 
Sunday also tended to relax the pr*r*ure upon 
the market. Perception 1* growing of th* fact 
that the question of the effect of the interior 
demand (or money on the stock market ha* 
passed the stage of argument, and has resolved 
Itself into a question of how much further 
rt-v-k market liquidation m«y have to extend. 
While there ha* been no stringency of money 
during the week this ho* been due to th* fac: 
that In reducing their outstanding loan* bank¬ 
er* have been discriminating •gAlnst Indus¬ 
trial collateral, rather than making up the 
ruling rates for call loan*. Owing to the con¬ 
tinued flrmnsHi of *trr 1 lng exchange. In spite of 
a larger supply of cotton bills thl* week, relief 
by gold import* does not appear imminent. 
Demand continues from bankers short of ex¬ 
change. and expert* in that market declare that 
a large short Interest remain* to be covered 
during November. It Is said that some fresh 
sterling loan* have been negotiated this week. 
Til* loan tncreaae In the bank statement re¬ 
vealed that other force* are still at work in th* 
credit market which offset the stock market 
liquidation. This and the renewal preesur* 
again*: Amalgamated Cupper depressed th* 
whole market. 

There ha* been some Irregularity In the stock 
market front time to time during the week, 
t»r»l dealings have been on a small scale.

Railroad earrdnge are still «t a higher level 
than l««i year, thugh the ratio of Increase ts 
running somewhat Ices than for earlier weeks 
ami month* for wm« time past. A feature of 
many of the railroad reports coming to hand, 
both for transcontinental and the trunk lines. 
Is th* fact that Increases In net earning* are 
achieved on n somewhat lessened volume of

FLAG"”POLE 


EFFECTIVELY USED BY AN 
AMERICAN IN VAULTING. 

Duffy Tells the Story of Baxter’s 
Tying an Englishman At the 
Paris Exposition. 

•’And Baxter tied that Englishman 
with a flag pole." 

Arthur Duffy, the little Georgetown 
crack who on Saturday equaled the 
world's record for the 100 yards, was 
talking to a little group of athletes and 
newspaper men who had come out to 
see the track and field games at the 
Interstate Fair. Duffy was telling of 
the experiences of the American ath¬ 
letes in England the summer of 1900. 
To hear him, you would suppose that 
he had only been there as a spectator 
and had not shown his heels to the 
fastest of them in the 100. 

One of the best of his stories was 
how Baxter tied in the pole vault. 

"The fellows had been holding their 
own all right." said Duffy, "until It 
came to the pole vault. Th«»n we found 
that Baxter's pole was not among our 
traps. Th?re was only one thing to do 
and that was to ask the Englishman 
entered against him for the loan of 
his pole. 

"Well, sir, do you know he refused? 
I went up to him and said: 'What can 
you do?' 'Oh. about eleven feet,’ he re¬ 
plied In an off-hand way. ‘Well, there's 
no use In your making a play like this,’ 
1 told him. 'Barter can't do over 10.6. 
and you can lend him the pole, get a 
reputation for sportsmanship and win 
the event besides.'

"It wasn't a go. and Barter was 
about to try a ten-foot high cross bar 
with nothing but his spiked shoes and 
muscles to put him over. We held a 
little consultation and then some one 
happened to see a long flag pole on one 
of the stands. In two minutes we had a 
rigger up there and Barter was at work 
sharpening the end of the pole. 

"The Englishman went over first and 
cleared the ten feet in good style. Then 
Baxter had his chance. His pole look¬ 
ed like those you see along railroads 
with telegraph lines thereon and he 
knew how to handle it just about as 
well. He started off. got about half 
way. lost his balance and fell all over 
himself. The English gave a whoop 
and the Americans groaned. 

"He picked himself up and tried It 
over. This time he got up to within a 
few feet of the bats, attempted to 
make his Jump and failed. He had one 
more chance. He came on with that 
pole, managed to get balanced, planted 
It In the ground and just cleared the 
bar. You never heard such a yell in 
your life. The bar was raised Inch by 
inch and Baxter and the Englishman 
fought it out. Baxter was getting tired 
and It was just a question of how long 
he could stand the strain and how 
high the Englishman could go. Finally 
It was 10.9. Th* Englishman tried and 
failed. So did Baxter. They had two 
more Jumps apiece, but neither man 
could make It. 

"When the result was announced every 
American and a big lot of English 
among the spectators who knew good 
sport when they saw It gave Baxter a 
round of cheers that made the air 
heavy." _ __

Company will meet this afternoon at 
3:30 o'clock to elect officers. Messrs. T. 
L. Burnett and John J. Schulten, who 
were re-elected directors of the company 
Saturday by the Democratic members 
of the Board of Sinking Fund Commis¬ 
sioners. will attend the meeting and will 
be recognized as the legal members of 
the directory’. Messrs. Charles T. Bal¬ 
lard and P. Booker Reed, who will be 
elected this morning by the Republican 
Sinking Fund Commissioners, will also 
attend the meeting, It Is said, and will 
present their credentials as directors of 
the Water Company. 

Even If the courts should finally de¬ 
cide that Messrs. Ballard and Reed were 
directors of the Water Company, they 
could make no change In the presidency 
of the Institution. There are six direc¬ 
tors of the Water Company—James 8. 
Barret. P. Galt Miller, W. W. Smith. 
Charles R. Long. T. L. Burnett and 
John J. Schulten. All are Democrats. 
If Messrs. Burnett and Schulten should 
be deposed, the Democrats would still 
have & majority of four to two In the 
directory and the election of Mr. Charles 
R. Long as President, which will be 
made to-day, would stand. 

The Water Company has had Demo¬ 
cratic directors for thirty odd years. A 
Republican pever was elected to the di¬ 
rectory. Consequently, according to the 
Republicans’ statement, their only de¬ 
sire to have representatives on the 
board, even though they are In the mi¬ 
nority, Is to give to the public a state¬ 
ment of the condition of the concern. 
They claim the public has never known 
enough about the company's affairs, and 
since it is a public Institution owned 
and operated by the city, the people 
should know more. The directors of the 
company have always been men of 
standing and Influence In the city, and 

their acts have rarely been questioned.
